The inventions according to Claims 1 and 2 have no novelty in view of 
Reference 1. Reference 1 describes that a key is calculated on the basis 
of SEED that is written by a CPU and a media access unit number as a consecutive 
number that is assigned to each media access unit, and encryption and 
decryption is performed using the key. 

The inventions according to Claims 3 and 4 have no inventive step in 
view of References 1 and 2. Reference 2 describes that scrambling is 
performed using random data that is generated from an initial value which 
is selected from previously-prepared initial values on the basis of 
recording position information with respect to a disc, and it is easy for 
a person skilled in the art to apply this technique to the invention as 
described in Reference 1. Further, considering that Reference 1 describes 
that various lengths can be set as a unit length to be subjected the 
encryption, it is recognized that the invention according to Claim 4 could 
also be easily arrived at by a person skilled in the art. 

The inventions according to Claims 5 to 8 have novelty and inventive 
step. Constructions like the inventions as defined in these claims are not 
described in any of References 1 to 3, nor inherently presented in their 
descriptions .
